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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 11-14 and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Young '265. Young discloses a walk behind type mower having a deck 
(generally 10), a handle fastened to the deck (although not shown, inherently present in 
that Young discloses "present invention may include a commercially available for wheel 
rotary mower" (column 2, lines 20-21 )), a plurality of wheels 40 associated with the 
deck, a first and second electric motor 30 operatively coupled with at least one wheel 
(as seen in figure 1), an operator interface 85 for receiving input from an operator, an 
internal combustion engine 15 with a generator 97 integral thereto (as seen in figure 3) 
and a motion controller (as seen in figure 4) configured to receive electrical power from 
the generator and selectively direct that power for use in operating the first/second 
electric motor. Further, Young discloses the mower having a blade 20 attached thereto. 
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Regarding claims 3 and 14, generators inherently contain a rotor and coil 
assembly whereby the rotor spins inside the coil. Because the assembly is "at least 
partially integral" with the engine and the rotor, while spinning, contains inertia, the 
generator of Young inherently facilitates ongoing engine operations (as opposed to, for 
example, the generator having a bad rotor bearing and causing drag which would allow 
the generator to impede engine operations.) 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 4, 6-10 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Young '265 in view of Reimers et al.'422. Young discloses the 
claimed device substantially as discussed above but fails to show a clutch device for the 
blade, the generator being separate from the engine or such a hybrid system being 
used on a riding mower. However, Reimers discloses that it is well known to employ a 
hybrid system (as seen in figure 3a) having a separate generator 1 14 in concert with a 
mower assembly. Further, Reimers teaches to employ such a system on a riding type 
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mower (as seen in figures 1 and 2), the mower containing a blade clutching system. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide the device of 
Young with the teachings of Reimers in order to provide a mowing device having 
greater operational range and effectiveness.
